against polio. 


Salk has given a detailed 
and 


thorough scientific account of his 
work to the medical' profession in 
the journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association. He told the public 
about it last night in a nationwide 
(CBS) 
radio broadcast. 


Salfc announced that the vaccine 


has iDccn used safely and success- 
fully in preliminary trials on 00 
children and adults. 


rVflcr being 
injected 
with 
the 


vaccine, the bodies of these per- 
sons prodyced the same amount of 
antibodies against all three types 
of polio as they would have pro- 
duced if they had fought and sur 
vivcd attacks by the three p o l i o 
viruses. It is by fighting and sur 
viving disease-causing viruses that 
a body develops immunity to a dis 
case. 


Salk appealed to both doctors 


and the general public to take a 
"handsoff" policy toward the vac- 
cine.

It was the first time the Indiana 


Republican made known his posi- 
tion on the controversial nomina- 
tion. He did so as the Senate be 
gan what was expected to be tho 
final day of debate on the noml 
nation. Senate Republican Leader 
Robert A. Tafl expected the Sen- 
ate to approve Bohlen by nightfall, 
with "only about a dozen 
votes 


against him." 


The debate was played out before 


packed public galleries. Crowds, 
lined three abreast, stretched half 
the length of the Capitol building 
seeking admittance to the Senate 
chamber. Some brought lunch bas- 
kets and planned to make a day of 
it. 


Cape-hart's 
announcement was 


contained in a. statement prepared 
for Senate delivery. He said he is 
"certain- the President did recon- 
sider" the Bohlen appointment 
in 


light ol questions raised in senate 
debate. 


Since Mr. Eisenhower is standing 


firm on his choice, Capchart said 
he will vote for Bohlen.
